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Participation in Education: September 1994 


A survey measuring the level of participation in education by 15 to 24 year olds 
was conducted in September 1994 as a supplement to the Monthly Labour Force 
Survey. The survey provides a second point in time perspective of similar data 
collected in May of each year. 


Forty nine per cent (1,311,800) of the estimated 2,691,600 persons aged 15 to 24 
were attending an educational institution in September 1994, Of these students, 
697,400 (53%) were at a school, 346,000 (26%) were in higher cducation 
institutions, 226,200 (17%) in a TAFE and 42,200 (3%) were attending other 
educational institutions. 


Education participation rates for single year age groups range from 96 per cent of 
15 year olds down to 17 per cent of 24 year olds. School participation was highest 
among [5 year olds (95%) and tertiary participation peaked among 19 year olds 
(44%).

per cent in Seplember 1991 and has continued to increase since, with the September 
1994 estimate at 54.5 per cent (691,200). 


Comparison of September 1989 and September 1994 esiimates of school attendance 
show increases of 5 percentage points for 16 year olds, 15 percentage points for 17 
year olds and 8 percentage points for 18 year olds over the period. 


State estimates of 15 to 19 year old school participation rates in September 1994 
were highest in Victoria (59%) and New South Wales (58%}. In South Australia 
and Tasmania the rate was 52 per cent followed by 48 per cent in Queensland and 
47 per cent in Western Australia.

Participation in the labour force 


Birthplace characteristics 
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Government schools enrolled 65 per cent (448,000) of school students aged 15 to 
19. Of the 242,700 non-government school students in this age group 54 per cent 
(132,000) were enrolled in the catholic school system. 


An estimated 614,400 15 to 24 year olds (23%) were attending tertiary education 
in September 1994. The majority of these (64%) were attending on a full-time 
basis. This varied by type of institution with 845 per cent of Higher Education 
students attending full-time compared to 35 per cent of TAFE students. 


Between September 1989 and 1994 the number of students attending tertiary 
educational institutions increased by 73,400. Among this group those attending on 
a full-time basis increased by 83,400 over the same period. 


The age groups 15 to 19 and 20 to 24 have different patterns of labour force 
participation, In Septernber 1994 $7.6 per cent of 15 to 19 year olds participated 
in the labour force compared to 82.7 per cent of 20 to 24 year olds. 


Full-time students had a labour force participation rate of 42.8 per cent compared 
10 96.1 per cent of part-time students and 88.9 per cent of non-students. 


Participation levels also varied by type of institution with only 37.6 per cent of 
school students in the labour force, compared to 57.7 per cent of higher education 
students and 83.0 per cent of TAFE students. 


Females (68.6%) were less likely than males (73.1%) to be in the labour force. 
Female students however, had a labour force participation rate of 53.2 per cent, 
compared to 50.8 per cent of male students.

Australian-born persons aged 15 to 24 years had an education participation rate of 
46 per cent, and overseas-born 61 per cent, in September 1994. 


Among the overseas-born, education participation rates differed widely according to 
country-of-birth. Persons born in either the Middle East and North Africa or 
Oceania had low rates of education participation, relative to the national average, 
with 40 and 41 per cent respectively. Europe and the former USSR were slightly 
above average with 53 per cent, and the Americas higher at 61 per cent. 


Very high education participation rates were recorded for persons born in Asia with 
Southeast Asians recording 77 per cent and Northeast Asians 90 per cent. 


Changes over time - September 
1989 to September 1994 
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Over 90 per cent of Asian-born tertiary students were in higher education compared 
to 39 per cent of all overseas-born and 53 per cent of those born in Australia. 


Among 15 to 24 year olds in September 1994, persons bom overseas represented 
13.7 per cent of schoo! students, 19.8 per cent of tertiary students, 24.5 per cent of 
higher education students and 13.2 per cent of TAFE students.

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Although the numbers of persons aged [5 to i9 attending an educational institution 
have only shown a marginal increase since 1989, the total population of 15 to 19 
year olds has decreased by almost 132,000, This has resulted in the educational 
participation rates increasing from 67 to 74 per cent. 


Among 20 to 24 year olds, persons attending an educational institution have 
increased by 92,500 since 1989 and the total population bas also increased by just 
over 104,000, Educational participation rates have increased from 21 to 26 per cent 
over the period. 


The education participation rate for males has moved from 46 in September 1989 
to 49 per cent in September 1994 while the female rate has moved from 41 to 48 
per cent over the same period.

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Supplementary Surveys: Explanatory Notes 


Thus publication contains some results of supplementary surveys run in association 
with the September 1994 Labour Force Survey conducted throughout Australia. 
These topics are ‘Persons Who Have Left the Labour Force’ and ‘Participation in 
Education’. 


2. Of the respondents to the Labour Force Survey, those who fell within the 
scope of the supplementary surveys were asked additional questions. For those 
respondents who were in scone of the ‘Persons Who Have Left the Labour Farce’ 
survey, they were asked about the time since they left the labour force, their main 
activity since then, their main source of income, their intentions of returning to the 
labour force and their housing arrangements. Respondents whose last labour force 
activity was working were asked details of their previous job and reason for leaving 
that job; respondents whose last labour force activity was looking for work were 
asked their reason for no longer looking for work. 


3. Those respondents who were in scope of the ‘Participation in Education’ 
survey were asked whether they were attending an educational institution and, if so, 
the type of educational! institution and the type of attendance. 


4, The scope of these supplementary surveys was the same as that used for the 
Labour Force Survey except that the ‘Persons Who Have Left the Labour Force’ 
survey was restricted to persons who have lefl the labour force in the last twelve 
months and excluded students wha were boarding at school, some patienis in 
hospitals and sanatoriums and inmates of gaols, reformatorics, ctc. 


5. The scope of the ‘Participation in Education’ survey was restricted to persons 
aged 15 to 24. 


6. The coverage rules for this supplementary survey are the same as that used 
for the Labour Force Survey. These rulcs aim to ensure that each person is 
associated with only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of selection in 
the survey, 


7. Definitions of labour force and demographic classifications appearing in this 
publication are given in Section A. Other definitions specific to the supplementary 
survey are given in the Glossary in this section, 


%. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced in this publication relate 
to the week before the interview (ie. the reference week). 


9. Tue to differences in the method of estimation used in this supplementary 
sutvey and that used in the jabour force survey, there are some small variations 
between estimates in this section of the publication and the labour force estimates 
in the corresponding month, 


10. The estimates in this publication refer to information collected in the survey 
month and, due to seasonal factors, may not be representative of other months of 
the year. 


11. Results on similar surveys on pcrsons who have Icft the labour force, 
conducted in November 1985, April 1988 and April 1993, have been given in 
previous issues of the discontinued publication Persons Who Have Lefi the Labour 
Force, Australia (6267.0). 


12. Results of similar surveys on participation in education, conducted annually 
since September 1988, have been given in previous issues of the discontinued 
publication Participation in Education, Austratia (6272.0). 


13. Statistical tables formerly published in these bulletins are now available as a 
Standard Data Service (SDS) on subscription or wpon request. Inquiries should be 
made to the contact officer in the Inquiries box at the front of this publication. 


14. It is expected that the ‘Persons Who Have Left the Labour Force’ survey will 
be conducted next in September 1997.

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Supplementary Surveys: Glossary 


The entry requirement is usually the completion of Year 12 or the completion of 
Year 10 and a pre-requisite certificate course. The duration of study ranges from 
one to lwo years full-time study or its equivalent. Advanced Certificates, Technician 
Certificates and Certificates of Technology are included. 


Unless otherwise stated, is all persons enrolled at an educational institution for a 
course of study at the lime of the survey. This inchudes persons studying for 
recognised educational qualifications, persons on short courses, i.e. whose duration 
of course of study is of less than the equivalent of one semester’s full-time study; 
and persons whose course of study was not expected to lcad to the awarding of an 
cducational qualification, 


Provides income support to financially disadvantaged full-time secondary or tertiary 
students, 


The entry requirement is the satisfactory completion of Year 12 or its equivalent. 
The duration of study ranges from three to six years full-time study or its 
equivalent. 


Often require Year 10 completion, however many courses have no formal entry 
requirements. The duration of study ranges from one semester to one year of 
full-time study or equivalent. 


Persons who ceased looking for a job because they believed they would not be able 
to find a job for the following reasons - considered to be tov young or too ald by 
employers; difficulties with language or ethnic background; jacked the necessary 
skills, training or experience; no jobs in their locality or line of work; or no jobs 
at all. 


Includes private business colleges or establishments that offer training or 
educational courses in Secretarial Studies, Business Management, Marketing etc. 


Persons who left or jost thier last job 


Persons who stopped looking for work for personal, family or other reasons or who 
became discouraged (as defined). 


The total number of weeksAyears persons werked and/or fooked for work in an 
unbroken period immediately prior 10 leaving the labour force. 


Any institution whose primary role is education. Included are schools, higher 
education establishments, colleges of technical and further education, public and 
private colleges, etc. Excluded are institutions whose primary role is not education, 
e.g. hospitals. 


The estimate of persons attending an educational institution in any group expressed 
as a percentage of the civilian population in the same group. 


These include ill health of other than self, unable to find suitable childcare, children 
too young or prefers to look after children and other family considerations. 


Persons who consider themselves to be atiending full time, or the institution which 
they are attending so classifies them. 


Employees for whom ‘full-time’ was the response to the question ‘was that job 
full-time or part-time?’. 

All schools administered by the relevant State or Territory governments. 

Includes doctorates and masters degrees. The minitnum entry requirements are 


usually a masters degree or first class honours for a doctorate and first class 
honours for a master degree.
